Mexico City. May 1 2— Acting For­ 
eign S ecre tary E ste va ltuis announced 
th a t at the request of tin* Brazilian 
minister the Mexican gov e rnm ent has 
agreed to release United Sta tes Con­ 
sul Sillimaii at Saltillo, to have him 
brought to this eupital and to place 
him at the disposal of th e Brazilian 
legation, which must promise that ho 
shall leave Mexico. 


Washington, May 12,—A dem and for 
th e Im medi ate release of Joh n K. SUli- 
man,

Several hours later, while th ere a p­ 
peared to be a critical situation as a 
result of th e reported seizure of Lobos 
island by the American navy, th ere 
c a m e an explanation of this incident 
from Admiral Mayo.
